tlou, Instead of two jears rj^at pres- 
ent. He recommended that the state 
auditor should be elected, but that 
tho attorney general, the secretary 
of state and state treasurer should 
bo apoplnted by the governor. 


Under JVIne Departments 


The state business should be di- 


vided up undet nine 
departments, 


eJl^h department having a head ap- 
pointed by the srovernor, and they 
would be directly responsible to him 
In other words, they would be a sort 
of a cabinet. 
In that way the gov- 


ernor would be able to follow out a 
definite policy, and would hold 
all 


officers under him directly respon- 
sible to him for the proper conduct 
of their office or department. 
All 


business of the state vvould bo cen- 
tered in these deportments, and tho 
employees 
would be 
directly re- 


sponsible to their department heads. 


He was emphatic in his belief that 


the civil service commission of buth 
state and municipalities should be 
done away with, thereby tending In 
his belief to the securing of more ef- 
ficient employees. 


His suggestions included tho form- 
Ing of the following departments.

The speaker explained that a num-

Diaphragm: A device on the camera 


lens which permits the view to be 
gradually enlarged from a pin point 
or to be slowly made smaller until 
the scene disappears. "Diaphragm in" 
and "Diaphragm onf'^are directions 
which appear frequently in most con- 
tinuities. A diaphragm is also known 
as an iris. 


Diaphragm and iris affects should 


be used when you wish to call atten- 
tion to some particular object in a 
scene. You do this by irising down— 
or diaphraghming in—on this object, 
which may be a hand reaching for 
a pistol, or the missing will lyine 
neglected on the floor. It is some

The small pictures on a 


Frequently in show- 
ing a motion picture on the screen, 
the mechanism of the projector will 
become deranged, so that the upper 
half of one picture or "frame," and 
the lower' half of another, will be 
shown instead of the complete whole. 
"Frame f is a direction to the opera- 
tor to correct this. 


Insert: A letter, printed paragraph, 


telegram or similar matter thrown on 
the screen between scenes to aid in 
development of the plot.

At this point we vriah to emphasize 


a warning to amateur writers not to
